LARISSA 

The  facing  heads  of  the  fountain  nymph  Larissa,  though  abundant,  have 
always  been  one  of  the  really  beautiful  and  affordable  coins  in  the  Greek 
series.  When  I began,  I always  wanted  to  make  a collection  of  them,  though 
there  seem  to  be  little  point  as  there  were  only  3 reverse  types  and  the 
obverses  were  all  the  same.  Some  years  ago  the  early  and  experimental 
heads  of  the  fountain  nymph  came  available.  This  was  quite  exciting,  as 
many  of  these  coins  were  signed  and  there  is  a tremendous  variation  in  the 
way  the  artist  creating  the  dies  envisioned  the  fountain  nymph.  Many  were 
signed,  some  in  the  name  "UMO”  and  others  simply  with  initials  such  as  Al. 
Some  of  the  dies  in  this  experimental  series  failed  miserably  while  others 
exceeded  all  expectations.  Having  studied  these  for  several  years,  I am  now 
selling  this  collection.  Offered  here  are  some  of  the  better  pieces.  The 
chronology  of  these  coins  was  determined  in  an  article  by  Cathy  Lorber.  It  is 
a chronology  I can’t  dispute.
